THE OTHER EXTREME 
From the welter of flood news during the past 
week has emerged a general conviction that on a 
comparative cost b asis the United States cannot 
afford not to spend large sums of money to prevent 
such disasters. Neglect is causing heavy losses; the 
total of flood damage in the last few days prob ab ly 
ls at least three quarters of a b illion dollars. 
There Is, unfortunately, a possib ility that popular 
thought on the sub ject may Incline toward the ex­ 
treme opposite neglect. 
At the outset, therefore, 
It ls important to rememb er that the flood remedy 
has limited application 
Otlierwise, it may b e applied 
to places where it cannot possib ly do any good. 
Specifically, it seems necessary to b e on guard 
against the reckless spenders who have b een making 
themselves so conspicuous since 1933. 
It is likely 
they will b e among the first to pounce upon a fine 
opportunity to throw away more money foolishly as 
soon as they can reduce more of their dreams to 
tangib le proposals. 
There are men in the United States who are ac­ 
quainted thoroughly with the possib ilities and im­ 
possib ilities of flood control. 
They are the ones to 
b e consulted and they are the ones who face an op­ 
portunity to b e of service. 
It would not b e difficult 
to present flood control as a prudent investment, in 
view of fresh memories of disaster. 
On the other 
hand, it would b e injurious to b elieve In the possib il­ 
ities of flood control if the free spenders were to 
seize upon it as a means 
of 
progressing

further toward their goal, which seems to b e national 
b ankruptcy.
